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1, Chinese Cow’"unist authorities in the Turman-Burraa border area are making 
great efforts to win the sympathy of the Share and Kaehins. Propaganda 
facias have been shown to the local inhabitants of Lrngch’uan (97-55 ? 24-20), 
T*«mgeh'ung (9P-29; 25-01), Mengmao (97-52; 24-02), and Wanting (97-55; 
24-00 } The Communists have also made free distributions of woolen yarn, 
salt * matches y and other commodities to Kaehins in the Kachin Hills in an 
attempt to win their supoort. Two groups of fiieen to twenty Kach5ns 

who were sent fro® I&ngai (98-05 \ 24-46) and Srnta States (97*52; 24-45) 
to Kunming for courses of political indoctrination have now returned and 
are mutated in spreading Communist propaganda among their fellow tribesmen. 

2. K&eMns, Shane, and Shan Chinese were invited by Chinese authorities to 
send representatives to a Communis t*s pons or ed festival which was held at 
R&oshan (99-09 j 25-0?) from 29 J3ay to 2 June. Prominent leaders of the 
KacMn National Congress, including its president, MAPAH LASHAH, are 
believed to "^ave attended.^
